Lonbox, Aug. 11.—The following dispatch 
has been received bere: Au engagement has 
taken place between a force of rebel Arabs 
and the army ofthe Suitan of Morocco. One 
hundred and twenty prisoners were captured 
by the rebels. They were all massacred. 
Among the captives was the son of the Gover- 
nor ofthe provincein which the rising took 
place. Portions of his body were cut off 
while he was alive and toasted. He was then 
compelled by Aitinsi, the leader of the rebels, 
to eat his own flesh. 


The European Situgtion. 


Lorpox, Aug. 11.—Now that such excite- 
ment as has attended the ocdasion has sub- 
sided with the departure for Heligoland of 
Emperor William, it is seen that the festivi- 
ties which marked his visit to England have 
been almost entirely of an official character. 
Nothing in the way of hearty British popular 
demonstration has ever occurred to indicate 
that the people are in any way enamored with 
the policy, which has bad for its chief result 
the attaching of an English tall to tne Teu- 
tomic kite. Shrewd observers of European 
politics have not hesitated to assert 
that the sudden effusiveness of 
the German Emperor suggests an 
ominous weakening in the always brittle 
bonds which have kept together the strangely 
assorted partiesto the Tripartite Alliance. 
They see, or profess to see, a rich, defiant 
and self-reliant France, and an obstinate, de- 
termined and aggressive Russia, united by 
those strongest of all tles—mutual danger and 
mutual self-interest—opposed to an alliance 
madeup under theGerman whip of Italy, whose 
people loathe their old-time taskmasters—the 
Austrians—who in their turn mortally detest 
the conquerer of Sadowa. Having cast their 
horoscope, the adverse critics plausibly argue 
from its revelations that the German ruler 
courts the English only to use their nation as 
a possible stopperof gaps which may threaten 
his remarkable offensive and defensive com- 
bination, 


The Central American War. 


La LIBERTAD, Salvador, Aug. 11.—Refuges 
from Guatemala continue to bring news of 
the revolutionary state of the capital of that 
country. It is sald that Barillas has gone on 
to Quezaltenango, his native city, to assume 
personal command of the Indian troops there 
and to entrench himself on his estate, La 
Libertad, situated about twelve miles from 
Quezaltenango. President Ezeta of Salyador 
has positively refused to accept any media- 
tion from any power until he is fully recog- 
nized as the chosen provisional President of 
Salvador. It is understood here that recogni- 
tion will first be made by the United States 
before any offer of mediation will be made by 
the latter or by Mexico in the trouble between 
Salvador and Guatemala. 


Pelitical A flairs in Brazil. 


New York, Aug. 11.—The Herald’s Rio cor- 
respondent, writing under date of July 10, 
says: 

„It is dificult to decide what positions the 
present Ministers will take when the new 
constitution goes into force. Only two— 
Senhors Benjamin Constant and Alvuri—have 
declared that they will accept no nomination 
to Congress. The latter, like Qincinnatus, 
prefers to return to his farm. The other six 
will probably appear as ¢andidates. Senhor 
Bocayuva, indeed, is sald to have presided at 
a caucus bere at whivh he was nominated for 
a Senatorship. Senhor Barbosa, Minister of 
Finance, did good work in getting the con- 
stitution decreed and will probably be 
elected Vice-President of the Republic. 
It is said that he is going to 
Bahia, his native State, next month to inves- 
tigate complaints regarding the Custom- 
house, but itis supposed that some political 
importance may be attached to his trip. What 
the Oatholic party will do it is not easy to say. 
The leaders, however, will probably ‘‘keep 
dark’’ until the elections are held, in Septem- 
ber. The party, ia my opinion, is infinitely 
stronger than any other. The Provincial 
Government seems to recognize this fact, not 
only in the provisions of the constitution, 
but also in a new decree, which orders priests 
and parsonsto marry no persons who have 
not previously complied with the civil mar- 
riage law. This law allowed the contract- 
ing parties to celebrate the religious 
ceremony befére or after the civi) act, but the 
new decree declares that as the condescension 
of the Government has not been appyciated, 
and as the priests have connseled their par- 
isnioners to marry with religious ceremonies 
only, the Minister of Justice will imprison for 
six months any priest or person who performs 
a religious marriage before the parties have 
complied with the civil act.

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FIREMEN GO OUT, 


Twenty of Them Desert Their 
; Engines at Albany. 


Both Sides in the New York Cen- 
tral Strike Firm. 


The Freight Yards ofthe Rond Filled With 
Loaded Cars—Passepger and Mail Trains 
Dela —Gov. Hill Acting Cautiously in 
the Matter of Ordering Out Treops—Vice- 
President Webb Denies That the Firemen 
Have Struck—Pinkerten Men Hired to 
Protect the Rallread . Property—One 
Freight Train Moved, Manmed by Green 
Hands—Latest Developments in the 
Great Struggle. 


NEw YorK, Aug. 11.—The strike has not 
succeeded in blocking all traffic on the New 
York Central, as the Knights of Labor ex- 
pected. They had hopes of bringing all bus - 
ness toa standstill with the assistance of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, but in 
this they failed. No freightis being handied 
but passenger trains are being run. A prom- 
ment member of the brotherhood said 
that he was of the opinion that 
the organization would not be called out, and 
that, remembering the manner in which the 
Knights of Labor filled the places of Brother- 
hood men in the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
strike, they were not overanxious to lend a 
band on this occasion. The regular passenger 
schedule was in force yesterday on the New 
York Central, the Hudson River and the Har- 
lem roads, except thatsome of the Western 
trains were consolidated. The strike on the 
West Shore did not stop passenger traffic, but 
brought the freights to a halt. 

At the depots all was quiet, there beijing but 
few strikers aboutand no demonstrations of 
any kind. All the meetings of the strikers 
were held at headquarters and in a very quiet 
and orderly manner. 

The companies feel confident of winning 
and a notice bodes suing for men, brought 
some hundred or more who were willing to go 
to work. 

THE COMPANY'S POSITION. 

Third Vice-President Webb has issued a 
circular stating the road’s position as follows: 

The position of the company isthis: We 
shall select our men, and we do not profose 
that they be designated by the Knights of 
Labor or its committee. When men are dis- 
missed we shall get rid of the inefficient, the 
most vicious and those least in accord with 
our interests. When promotions are to be 
made we will not be bound by the seniority 
rules promulgated by the Knights of Labor. 

A due consideration will always be given to 
length of service, but the first and most im- 
portant rule will be the qualifications of the 
men for the place, If our men have griev- | 
| ancés the proper offiéérs will be willing to 

grant hearings and see that consideration is | 


given, but we will notallow outsiders to . 
terfere between the employer ana emp! ‘ 
For this reason alone, I refused to aliow Mr. 
Holland to discuss any differences all to 
exist between the company aud its men, and 
not for the reason, as stated, that we object 
to our employes being members of labor or- 
ganizations. These are my views and I am 
satisfied that they are concurred in and ap- 
proved by every official of our company, by 
its board of directors and by the gentiemen 
who are most interested in its security. The 
strike is ill-advised, can not sueceed, and we 
will put it down and maintain the position we 
have taken. |

Street Railway Pole to Be Found Any- 
where in the Country—A Roster of the 
Agents Out of the City Semmering. 


The handsome boulevard poles now being 
erected in the center of Washington avenue 
by the Lindell Electric Rallway Oo. are at- 
tracting a good deal of attention, and are 


spoken of as quite an addition to the general 
The poles are of 


appearance of the street. 
Very artistic design and certainly look well, 
much better than one would imag- 
ine whe has not seen the neat- 
ness of their symmetry and proportions, 
the ends of the arm and top of the pole being 
Dnished with golden arrow points that add 
very materially to the general effect. Two of 


these poles to a block are being set along the 
avenue between Third and Seventeenth, and 


on every second or third pole there is to be 
an electric lamp, making the roadway light as 


day, so that accidents at night incidental to a 
high rate of speed by the cars may be 


avoided. 
Mr. Geo. D. Capen, President of the road, 


gays these are much the most expensive of 
any electric poles that have been erected in 
any city. They are constructed of steel, 1,200 
pounds in weight, are 25 feet high, tne arm

that, the extra cost 
in providing steps for tue lamp- 
tenders to ascend, a necessary adjunct 
which the eontracfors did not take into con- 
sideration when their bid was made out. At 
the bottom there is a bell-shaped wheel shield 
around each pole, and it is set in a founda- 
tion of masonry which will not admit of it 
twisting out of its correct position. To make 
these boulevard poles available the company 
was compelled to take up its old tracks, tear 
up the granite street and widen the space 
between the two tracks sufficient 
to admit of the improvement. 

The Lindell is the only company in the 
country that bas adopted such an expensive 
pole. The poles were submitted to a Minne- 
apolis company, but rejected on account of 
the cost Dy the superintendent, with the 
admonition to keep them out of sight 
of his stockholders. St. Louis, he said 
might afford such an extravagant pole, 
but it was out of the question for Minneapolis. 
The company hopes to have two additional 
engines in operation by fair time when they 
can work the entire system with 119 motors 
with power enough to draw 119 trail cars, put 
it is feared that the demand for high speed 
electric engines being so great manufacturers 
will be eo rushed with orders there may bea 
delay in getting ali the cars in operation until 
after fair time.

HE case of William 
Grimm, charged with 
using the mails to ad- 
vertise obscene pho- 
tographe which he 
manufactured and 
sold, will probably 
not end with his pros- 
ecution. There are 
at least alf a dozen 
men in the city who 
fear that there will be 
succeeding chapters, 
and who are trying to 
avold notorious con- 
nection therewith. 
The investigation 
started on aslip of the 
mantfacturer alluded 
to bas led into a mire 
of filth where§have been found entangled 
several medical men of more than ordinary 
prominence. In factthe farther the investi- 
gation has been pushed the more nauseating 
it has become, and more persons seem to be 
Involved. Pictures have been discovered, 
the possession of which would be strange for 
a sane man, in which the face of a well-known 
doctor appears. These photographic regis- 
ters of his depravity have been given 
limited circulation as unique specimens. 
Tney are unique for that the doctor’s face is 
plainly represented without disguise, or 
attempted disguise of any sort. 
DOCTORS IMPLICATED. 

On the morning of the day Mr. Grimm was 
arrested a doctor, whose use of the knife has 
been daring and successful, left at the gallery 
at Jefferson avenue and Olive street 150 small 
pictures to be copied on an eniarged scale. 
These pictures were vicious to the last de- 
gree, and were only a part of the 

ame man’s contributions to the 
stock of atrocious negatives with 
which the illegitimate part of the 
photpgrapher’s business had been conducted. 
He was not the only contributor. Another 
physician, aspecialist, who is also the owner 
of asmali camera, is implicated. His work 


bas had limited circulation for some time and 
is of the most vicious character.

several of the pictures, hangings, 
chairs and other bite of furniture are shown 
that have been recognized as the property of 
the man in question. The coterie concerned 
seem to have been exceedingly reckless, 
and to have taken no care for the conceal- 
ment of faces, clothing or other features 
which when identified as their own would 
connect them with the indecencies repre- 
sented. 

In one picture a bedspread of peculiar de- 
sign is shown with wonderful distinctness 
and furnishes a clue to the maker of the neya- 
tive. In others not only are the faces plain, 
but the clothes have been identified. The 
physician who bas bad himself photographed 
as a freak of obscenity, shows a watch-guard 

known to belong to him and other jewelry. 
There can be no pleathat the negative had 
been prepared by the substitution of 
his head taken from a legitimate 
for the head of the real subject. 

bas marked every portion of the negative 
with his own individuality, so that identifica- 
tion is com plete. 

The coterie concerned is aware that In- 
epector McAfee is on their track and that he is 
in possession of damning evidenee against 
them. They do not know how much evidence 
he has nor if he could secure their conviction 
in court, bat they are thoroughly alarmed. 

SENDING ATTORNEYS TO THE INSPECTOR. 

Halt a dozen attormeys have called upon 
the Inspector since the arrest of Grimm to 
request bim to abandon further investigation. 
These attorneys have urged this abandonment 
on the ground that the prosecution of the 
men im question would not only ruin 
them professionally, but would in- 
filet great ain on their families. 
All are well connected and several 
have families who, in their exposure, would 
suffer more than those who are directly con - 
cerned. But Mr. McAfee has refused to be 
guided by the attorneys advice. He has told 
them that if he secured oertain evidence for 
which he is now looking and which he expects 
to obtain, be would peyoooune the offenders 
to the fall extent of the law. 

During the.examination of Grimm before 
United States Commissioner Crawford Satur- 
day the attorney for Grimm endeavored to 
learn from what source the information came 
on which the investigation was started. He 
was unsuccessful,as the District Attorney and 
the Inspector are deeply concerned at this 
time in the protection of the informant. It 
has been charged that his motive was revenge 
upon one of the physicians concerned, and it 
was a suspicion of this that first aroused the 
fearful ones to take some steps for their own 
protection.

A Chicago Job. 


An illustration of Chicago insolence was 
brought to light by asomewhat burried visit 
to the place where the work on the new 
Broadway cable is being done. At Broadway 


and Franklin avenue and at Broadway 
and Morgan street the work has aiready 
been done, und similar jobs were 
contemplated for all the crossings. The 
Broadway line wherever it crosses another 
road is compelled to drop its cable and go 
under that of the road it is cfossing. Itis 
then necessary to get hold of the cable egain, 
either by bringing the cabie up to the grip or 
bringing the grip down to the cabie. To 
get the grip up to the cable 
would make it necessary to put in 
what are technically known as ‘‘gypsies.’’ 
These are levers which lie beside the track 
ana liftthe rope when they are raised. To 
avold putting in these *‘gypsies’’ and save 
the cost of having a man at the crossings to 
operate them the Chicago directors of 
the road decided to take the grip down 
to the rope and made their plans 
accordingly. The way itis done is very swift 
but it knocks the street endwhys. Atter get 
ting over the crossing the car goes down into 
a depression inthe track until the grip is 
low enough to reaeh the rope. To do this it is 
necessary to make a hollow on the 

wn side of the crossing. The thing 

ad not look very bad on paper but 
when put into execution ruined the street so 
that it would have been practically useless. 
For example, at 1 114 and Franklin 
avenue,on the south side of Franklin avenue, 
where the west track of the Broadway road is 
the depression begins at the cross- walk and 
extends some twenty or twenty-five feet 
south, putting the track at one point 
two inches below the grade of the 
putter and making a regular catch basin. 
The same thing under the plans would bave 
to be made on the north side of Franklin for 
the track going the other way. It was 
planned to have two of these hollows at 
Broadway and Franklin, two at Broad- 
way and Olive, two at Morgan street, 
two at Pine, two at Chouteau aveuue, 
and a couple more on the south end of the 
line. The work has actually been done at 
Morgan street and at Franklin avenue, but the 
board will bave the changes made and compel 
the road to run their tracks on the level of the 
street.

Mrs. O’ Reilly woke at 4 o’clock 
in the morning, and missing ber husband 
went down stairs in search of bim. He was 
lying on the floor unconscious. He died short - 
ly after the arrival of a physician. 


Mr. O'Reilly was bora at Dowth Castle, 
County Meath, Ireland, June 28, 1844. He 
learned type setting in England when 14 years 
old and afterwards became a reporter. In 1863 
he returned to Ireland and enlisted in the 
Tenth Hussars. He was then a Fenian and 
his object in enlisting was to spread disaffec- 
tion inthe army. He succeeded to such an 
extent that when his propaganda was discov- 
ered it became necessary to break up two 
regiments, the members of which were 
scattered through the most unhealth- 
ful parts of British possessions, O' Rellly 
was tried in 1866 and sentenced to be shot. 
This sentence was commuted to imprisonment 
and in 1867 he was sent to Austrailia. He was 
excluded from the amnesty granted political 
prisoners in 1869, and learn ing this he escaped 
in an open boat. He was picked up at sea by 
the Gazelle, Capt. Gifford, an American, on 
November 23, 1869, and landed at Boston. He 
went with the Fenian raiders into Canada in 
1870 and described the raid for Boston papers. 
On its failure he returned to Boston and be- 
came connected with the Pilot, of which hé 
became editor and principal proprietor. He 
is widely known asa lecturer and as a poet. 
His books are: Songs of the Southern 
Seas, Songs, Legends and Ballads, 
**Moondyne,’’ a novel, ‘‘Statues in the 
Block and In Bohemia.’’ He was all his 
life ready to do anything for the cause of Ire- 
land, and was very highly regarded by the 
Irish party on the other side. 

Last year he had the honor of being chosen 
the poet on the occasion of the dedication of 
the great national monument at Plymouth, 
Mass., commemorating the landing of the 
Pilgrims. He was also recently invited to 
come te England tobe present at a celebra- 
tion of one of the English universities, but 
being a politica! exile was unable to go. He 
was very much interested in all forms of ath- 
letic sports, and was Aways to be found at 
the prominent amateur athletic meetings in 
Boston, generally as judge or referee. He 
founded the Papyrus Club of Boston and was 
its chief officer forsome time. He was very 
prominent and popular in Boston literary 
circles. He wasa handsome man, with re- 
fined features and piercing black eves, and 
his striking personality always attracted at- 
tention where he appeared. He leaves a 
wife and four daughters. All were with him 
at Nantasket Beach. The funeral will be in 
Oharlestown.

MISSOURI CRUP REPORT, 


Several Count les Suffering From the Dreuth 
and a Few Relieved. 


There are forty-eight reports ffom corre- 
spondents of the Missouri State Board of 
Agriculture. From these it appears that the 
rainfall was normal in the northwest section 
and below the normal in all other sections. 
Some localities lu other sections report good 
rains, viz: Christian, Jasper, Cape Girardeau, 
Jefferson, Ste. Genevieve and Putnam 


Counties, but generally rain is needed badly. 
Crops are suffering from the drouth in Cass, 
St. Olair, Vernon, Polk, Maries, Moniteau, 
Ozark, Gasconade, Knox, Marion and Shelby 
Cou ties. 

The temperature and sunshine were slightly 
ab ve the normal. The week bas been un- 
favorable to the growth of vegetation and to 
farm work except in the northwest section, 
where it has been generally favorable. The 
condition of the corn crop is given as follows: 
Caes, 75 per cent; Grundy, 50 per cent; Knox, 
50 per cent; Maries, 25 per cent; Marion, 33 
per sent; Mercer, 90 percent; Nodaway, 50 
per cent; Randolph, percent. The corre- 
spondents’ reports by counties are: 

Adair—Corn is being cut short rapidly. 

Bethany—Cora and pastu are doing well. 
Wheat all threshed and quality good. Oats 
about an average. A very large acreage of 
turnips being planted. 

Cape Gtrarceau—The drouth at last broken. 

Dent—The four weeks’ drouth was partialiy 
broken on Monday. If more rain follows corn 
will make half a crop. 

Grundy—Corn 50 percent. Soll in good con- 
dition for plowing. Wheat, yield 15 bushels; 
oats, 25; potatoes, 25 percent. Grass coming 
up nicely.

Jasper—Good rain on 6th; 
badly. 

Maries—Hot, dry winds have about finished 
corn.

MORTGAGES UNCANCELLED, 


Money Lenders Deceiving Their Patrons in 
the Releasing of Recerded Deeds. 


Money lenders anda numberof dealers in 
goods on the installment plan, are causing the 
clerks inthe Recorder of Deeds“ office a great 
deal of trouble of late, and are also putting 
their patrons to a vast amount of inconven- 
lence and delay. When goodsare bought on 
the installment plan and when money is bor- 
rowed on personal property, achattel mort- 


gage is given the money lender 
or dealer by the second party, 
together with a note or notes for the amount, 
These mortgages are recorded in the Reoord- 
er of Deeds office just as deeds of trust or 
warranty deeds are and they are filed by the 
party bolding the notes. It is the duty of the 
person holding such notes to call at the Re- 
corder’s office in person when the notes are 
paid and release the mortgage, writing their 
name on the margin of the page 
contalning a copy of the mortgage, 
thus cancelling it. The notes are then 
giventothe party who made them with the 
cancellation mark across their face. Of late 
these mote bolders, imposing on the ignor- 
ance of their patrous, have sent them to the 
Recorder’s office with receipts for their deeds, 
and the parties secure the deeds and depart, 
thinking * have released the mortgage on 
the books. be mortgage does notshow a 
release on the pubiie record, however, until 
the note-holder writes his name thereon, and 
not caring to go to the trouble to 
walk to the Recorder’s office, the deed is 
notreleassd on the books. Sbould any of 
these victine wish to borrow money on their 
property again the books willshow that they 
have not paid the first mortgage, and the en- 
tre thus hangs as a cloud over the titie to the 
property as long as itis not caneelled on the 
public records.

MES. SIMON WAS MURDERED, 


The Post Mortem Disposes of the Theory 
Thata Fall Caused Her Death, 


At the request of Corner Frank Dr. Charies 
V. F. Ludwig this morning made a post mor- 
tem @xamination on the body of Mrs. Kate 
Simon, who died at the City Hospital Satur- 
day evening fromthe effect of wonnds in- 
flicted, presumably atthe hands of her hus- 
band. The result ofthis examination is re- 


corded in the Coroner’s office as follows: 

There were numerous marks of violence 
on the body. The mouth was bloody and 
there were lacerated wounds of both the up- 
per and lower lip, on the inside, near the left 
angle, apparentiy made by violent contact 
with the teeth. oth eyes were discolored 
ana swollen, There were three 
distinct abrasions ot the scalp 
over the right frontal eminence 
each about an inch in length; another abra- 
sion of the skin over the leit cheek bone; an- 
other abrasion of the scalp, about two Inches 
above and slightiy in front of the left ear; 
another small abrasion of the skin on the 
outside of and below the right eibow. There 
wae ad ffuse discoloration and bruise on the 
right temporal region; another over the left 
eye; another on the ferehead, and another 
very extensive bruise on the left side of the 
jaw bone. Aside from all of the above there 
were numerous old bruises, discoiorations and 
abrasions found on the lower limbs. Upon 
removing the skull cap the vessels of the 
dura mater were found engorged with blood 
and apon removing this membrane a clot of 
blood was found whieh almost covered 
the entire leit hemisphere of the brain, 
extending from thé base upwards encroaching 
and pressing on the brain. The liver showed 
signs of degeneration from the excessive use 
of stimulants. Death was the result of com- 
pression of the brain following external vio- 
lence to the skull.’’ 

The inquest in the case will be held some 
time this afternoon. The brutal husband, 
Joseph Simon, whose story of the fight in 
which he killed his wife was published exclu- 
sively in yesterday’s SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH, 
nas been removed from the Fourth District 
Station to the Four Courts, and now occupies 
acellin the Central District holdover. He 
fully realizes the terrible position in which he 
is placed and reiuses to mae any 
further statements in regard to te 
tragic affair, insisting that — was 
80 intoxicated at the time ofthe fight that he 
cannot remember what he did. He main- 
tains, however, that Mrs. Simon inflicted upon 
herself the injuries to her head while in the 
epileptic fit which she bad inthe yard aiter 
the row in the house. Dr. Frank and Dr. 
Ludwig are both very positive that this would 
have been practically impossible, uwing to 
the position and extent of the many wounds. 
It is now almost assured that Simon willi be 
compelled to answer for the kiiling in tne 
Criminal Court on the charge of murder in 
the first degree, 


THE CHELTENHAM MURDER, 


Peter Werner Committed on a Charge of 
Murder in the Second Degree. 


Peter Werner waived his right to a prelim- 
inary examination when arraigned in the 
Court of Criminai Correction this morning, 
and was beld to the Grand-jury on the charge 
of murder in the second degree. Werner is 
alleged to have shot a young negro named 
Joba Peterson, alias Simpson, whilo on board 


an incomin train just inside the city 
limits on the evening of July 4. As 
soon a8 Peterson fell Werner and his brother 
Jona jumped from the train and made 
thelr escape. It was not known for some time 
Who the guilty parties were. Even now tie 
authorities are in some doubt as to whether 
the prisoner or his brother fired the fatal 
shot. Werner returned to the city two weeks 
ago and surrendered himself, saying that he 
was innocent of the killing and did not want 
to evade a trial. From what he said atthe 
time the inference was drawn that his brother 
aid the shooting. Two witnesses positively 
identified the prisoner, however, and he was 
held on the charge of murder in the first de- 
gree. Judge Campbell heard a part of the 
evidence this morning, and changed the 
ecbarge to read murder in the second degree. 
222 whereabouts of the other brother are not 
nowa.

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PLACING THE NEW BONDS 


OFFICERS OF THE MERCHANTS’ BRIDGE 
& TERMINAL CO. IN NEW YORK- 


Third Street Interested in a Sale of the 
Company’s Bouds at 90—The Deoline 
Attributed to the Tight Money Market 
Alene, and Brokers Say This Sale Should 
Not Be Taken as a Quotation, 


Gov. D. R. Francis and Mr. Seth Cobb left 
for New York Saturday night to meet Maj. OC. 
O. Rainwater, whois already there, The ob- 
ject of their visit is somewhat doubtful, but it 
is seid on good authority that the purpose of 
it is to arrange for the issue of $8,000,000 of 
bonds on the Merchants’ Bridge & Terminal 
Railroad. The company some days ago ad- 
vertised that 51,500, 000 of bonds on each of 
these properties would be issued,and notices to 
the same etrect were sent to the present bond- 
holders. October is the time set for the issue 
and before that time the capital stock wil 
necessarily be increased, as the bonded in- 
debtedness is equal to the capital stock of the 
company. Just what arrangements the 
representatives of the company will make in 
New York no one knows, but the supposition 
is that they will arrange to place the bonds in 
the hands of a broker who will dispose of 
them. 

One or two erroneous statements have been 
made with regard to the present bonds. It 
bas been said that they bad fallen in price 
tremendously and that the bridge might be in 
the hands of Jay Gould inside of a year. 
There is no justification for these statements, 
and it is positively untrue that the bonds have 
sold as low as 70. A sale was made on Satur- 
day at 90, which isthe lowest they have sold 
yet. It was a surprise to the street, because 
two blocks of the bonds have been sold 
within the past thirty days, one of them only 
twelve days ago, at par and interest. 

THE SECRET OUT. 

A decline from 100 and interest to 90 fat in 
twelve days was not very encouraging to the 
company and was, in fact. very injurious at 
this time.

One of the lesser superstitions which is still 
cherished, and which does as much mischief 
in its way as many of the greater ones, is the 
belief in starvation as atonic.

PRINCESS CLEMENTINE, 


Hier Exertiens en Behalf of Her Faverite 
Seon. 


Correspondence of the New York Tribune. 

In court and society circles here attention 
has beer drawn to Princess Clementine, the 
mother of Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria, by 
the recent execution of Maj. Panitza and by 
the passage of the Prince through this city 
to the sanitarium of Carisbad. It is expected 
that the Princess will soon rejein there her 
favorite son, forwhom she has worked so 
sedulously during the last three years. She 


is as proud of him asthe Gracchi’s motber, 
Oornelila, was of Tiberius and Caius. Hut it is 
— 1 thought that she has lost on him 

er diplomatic efforts and alarge portion of 
her private fortune, for Ferdinand is rather a 
dandy, like those of his gerandfather’s time, 
than a statesman capabie of filling the role of 
a sovereign and modern ‘‘pastor of 
the poeples. And from hig easy- 
going way of spending evenings in his 
palace at Sophia, presiding over concerts 
and dancing, Prince Ferdinand usea often 
in the day time to spend his leisure in a queer 
manner. When theexpress Orient train ar- 
rived at Sophiainthe morning from Vienna, 
bound to Constantinople, he freqwently got 
on board, participated of a good breakfast in 
the dining car and landed at Philipopolis, 
among the subjects of Rumelia, quite re- 
freshed by having had ataste of that Paris 
— Vienra eivilisation which he so much 
oves. 

Princess Clementine is one of the most re- 
markabie ladies in European courts at this 
time, possessing many ofthe diplomatic, ob- 
stinate and quiet qualities of her father, Louis 
Philippe, and the maternal grace and devo- 
tion of her mother, Queen Marie Amelie. She 
was brought up at the palace of the Tuileries, 
between 1830 and 1848, according to the rule 
fixed by the Citizen King, that is like a 
bourgeoise more than like a future princess. 
While her brothers, the Dukes d' Aumale, Ne- 
mours and Montpensier, were ordinary 
pupils in public schools, Clementine, with her 
two older sisters, Louise, afterward Queen of 
Beigium, and Marie, who became Princess of 
Wartemberg, used to getup very early to be- 
gin the studies which lasted the whole day 
through, and over which the King, Louis 
Phillippe, often presided, thus remembering 
the time when, during the French Revolu- 
tion, he was teacher of mathematiosin &Swit- 
geriand, 

In 1848 she msrried Prinee August von Saxe- 
Ooburg-Cotha, who was nearly one year her 
junior,and whose sister had married the Duke 
de Nemours. It may be remembered that 
those alliances with rman duoal er royal 
families were very rudely protested against 
to Louis Phillippe by tne opporition of tnat 
time; and even now French Imperialists and 
Republicans delight in calling Coburg or 
Mecklenburg the Orileanist pretenders. The 
fact is that 1843 very few sov- 
ereign families could have boasted of 
higher parentage than the house of Saxe- 
OCoburg-Gotha. The new son-in-law of Louis 
Philippe was a brother to the King of Portu- 

al, nephew of the King of Belgium, of the 

uchess of Kent, mother of the Queen of En- 
land, and finally of the Grand Duchess Anna 
eodorowna, the widow of Grand Duke Con- 
stantine, the oldest brother of Czar Nicholas. 
The marriage of Princess Clementine was ceile- 
brated at the Castle of St. Cloud, in presence 
ofa small but select party comprising the 
royal family of France, the King of Beigium 
and the Queen of Spain, Christina. There 
were no private or public rejoicings, on ac- 
count of the recent death of the Due d’Or- 
leans. Princess Clementine lost her husband 
in 1881, and she did not think of ever being 
called to play an active part in European 
politics until the events of 1887 called her 
second son to the supreme power in Bulgaria. 
The mother since that time haenot ceased to 
work with activity, intelligence, and with her 
rivate resources to keep her son upon the 
raglie throne at Sophia.

MENT, WILL HAVE NO SUPERIOR. 


Expected te Fight the Benbow—Impreve- 
mentsin Design and Armament Which 
Will Offset the Heavier Arms t the 
Latest Type ef Foreign- Built War Ves- 
sels of the Firs? Class. 


From Harper's Weekly. 

The Navy Department has succeeded in de- 
signing aship which, on a displacement of 
something over 9,000 tons, can successfully 
cope in battle with the 14,00 ton sbip ef En- 
gland, 

The following are the general features ef the 
destlan: Length on the load water line, 332 
feet; extreme breadth, 69 feet; normal dis- 
placement, 9,000 tons; normal draught, 24 feet; 
maintained sea speed, 15 knotd; main battery, 
four 13-inch breech-loading rifles; secondary 
battery, twenty 6-pounder rapid fire guns, 
six 1-pounder rapid fre and two gatiings. 

The 18-inch gyns are mounted in pairs on 
the center line, der protection of steel tur- 
rets seventeen inches in thickness, working 
inside a raised steel armored barbette seven- 
teen Inches in thickness. The battery of 
these vessels is equal, if not superior, to that 
earried by the new 14,000-ton battle ships of 
the English navy. While they carry 138\%4-inch 
guns, and ours are but 18-inch, our guns are 
longer, have more muzzie velocity, can be 
loaded and fired In any position and have arcs 
of fire of over 270 degrees. The 8-inch guns 
are mounted in steel barbettes six inches in 
thickness, further protected by sloping steel 
shields, also six inches in thickness, entirely 
covering the guns. 

The ammunition is supplied through 
armored tubes, and every consideration has 
been given to realizing as rapid a service as 
possible. The four 6-inch guns are fought 
under protection of four inches of armor, and 
have the usual shields. The fire from four 
18-inch guns, three 8-inch, two 6-inch and 
eight 6-pounders can be concentrated on 
either bow or quarter. The water line is pro- 


tected by a belt of steel of a maximum thick- 
ness of elghteen inches, backed up by wood, 
behind which are two thicknesses of %-inch 
plates, powerfully stiffened by a system of 
vertical and horizontal! girders. Abeve this 
belt is a casemate of 55-inch armor to pre- 
vent the riddling of the upper works above 
the belt, and to break up projectiles charged 
with high explosives. Diagonal buikheads 
are worked atthe ends ofthe beit, and from 
the armor deck, worked over the belt, rise 
the redoubts, protecting the turning and 
loading gear of the turrets for the heavy 
guns. A deep belt of coal is carried above the 
protective deck, adding still further proteo- 
tion against gun fire. 

In the wake of the bollers are four skins 
and a 12-foot bunker of coal, making it prao- 
tically impossible for a torpedo to make a 
hole that will let water into the fre-rooms. 
Behind the armor or the beit, and surround- 
ed on all sides by the coal, are two wide 
passages, one on each side, connecting the 
passage rooms for ammunition at the ends. 
Allthe handling of ammunition will thus be 
well protected, and in these passages, lighted 
by electricity, the men carry ammunition to 
the various tubes and trunks leading to the 
guns above. 

The machinery—which is to be of such a 
character as to develop the necessary speed 
with one-balf air pressure, so that the vessel 
could engage in a running fight for hours 
without any more strain upon the engine 
forcd than exists in an Atlantic /iner—will 
consist of two triple-expansion engines driv- 
ing twin screws, having the collective power 
of 8,000 horses. The engines will be capable 
of propelling the ship from sixteen to seven- 
teen knots (seventeen andahaif to nineteen 
and a half miles) per hour over the measured 
mile and fifteen knots sustained 
speed at sea. The sizes of the 
cylinders will be 84, 49 and 75 inches by 
42 inches stroke, making 128.5 revolutions per 
minute, with a piston speed of 900 feet (oe 
minute. Steam of 160 pounds pressure will be 
furnished the main engines by four double- 
ended steel bollers, 15 feet diameter and 18 
feet long; the thickness of the boilers will be 
16-16 inches and theyare united together by 
steel nuts i inches in diameter. 

For the auxiliary machinery there are two 
donkey boilers 10 feet in diameter. The aux- 
lliaries will consist of fans for ventilating and 
forcing the fires, steering engines, pumps, 
electric light engine, steam apstans, dis- 
tilling SS etc. The condensors are 
cylindrical, built of sheet brass. Ali the 
working parts of theengine are made of steel, 
insuring strength and lightness. 

All the latest improvements in steam en- 
gineering bave been introduced in these «hips 
and it is expected they are equal or superior 
to anything of their class in the world. The 
machinery was designed by the Bureau of 
Steam Engineering at the Navy Department. 
The vessels are to be bullt onthe bracket sys- 
tem, with a double bottom extending from 
armor shelf to armorshelf, and with many 
subdivisions and water-tight compartments. 
Every approved device adding to the health of 
the crew, the safety ofthe ship and its et- 
ficiency in battle will be 8 

Each of these battle-ships will carry 80 om - 
cers and 450 men, including a marine guard of 
86. Thecaptain has two large staterooms, 
with all modern lavatory attachments, and a 
large cabin extending across the vesse) from 
side to side, well lighted and ventilated, In 
addition he has an after-cabin, which in 
action willbe used for manipulating rapid- 
fire guns and torpedoes. The two staterooms 
make the vessel what is calleda ‘‘fighting 
flag-ship,’’ as an admiral, if obliged to 
transfer his flag in battle, would find ready 
every necessary comfort and convenience. 
The wardroom staterooms open into two 
aisles or passages. Well forward, out of the 
sound ofthe rattle ofthe dishes and smell 
of food, is the large dining-room. Shower 
baths and tubs will be fitted for the offi- 
cers. 

Especial attention has been paid to ventila- 
tion and drainage. Any compartment can be 
quickly cleared of water by powerful hand 
and steam pumps, while fans of great capa- 
city will pump air inte and exhaust air from 
all the living and storage spaces, so that all 

arts will be supplied with sweet, fresh air, 
nstead of forcing the officers and men to 
breathe the stuffy atmosphere usually found 
between deoks. 

The United States will have in these vessels 
representatives of the highest development 
of naval architecture of the present dav, and 
realizing from experience that the day of the 
high explosive from powder guns is 
approaching, means have been taken to 
guard against their fire; so that when com- 
pleted these vessels will take their piace in 
battle as at least the equals of any battle-ships 
to-day buliding by a foreign nation. 


Effect of the Telephene on the Ear.

4 French aural surgeon, M. Lannols, has 


been deveting some attention to the effect the 
constant use of the telephone has upon the 
human ear. He reports, having been called 
upon to attend three cases of ear disease oc- 
curring in persons who had been employed 
in telephone work, he was led to examine the 
ears of fourteen girls who were in the service 
of the central telephone office at Lyons and 
from this examination he concludes: 1. That 
the constant use of the telepbone seems to 
exert no bad effect upon sound ears, but that 
it is harmful for those which are already the 
subject ef disease. 2. That these affections 
cousist es ally ofan impairment of hearing 
from fatigue of auditory atteation 
(vugzing, headache, vertigo, nervous exocita- 
bility and certain transient physical disturb. 
ances). 8 That these effects are oftea of 
brief duration and disappear as the auditory 
apparatus becomes accustomed to its work 
and that in all cases they cease when tele. 
phone worz is abandoned.

A FPreminent Merchant of Newbern 6Sus- 
pected ef Being the Perpetrator. a 

Dont, Va., Aug. II.—Sensatlonal features 
have just been disclosed concerning tne kill- 
ing of Treasurer Caddali some months ago.

He was the first 
erson from Newbern to get tothe body and 
Sree te come to this pointand send telegrams 
along the line to look out for suspicions per- 
sons, but he did not mention the fact that he 
was hunting thatevening near the scene of 
the murder. The tracks of a man and dog 
were found near the body. He had bis dog 
with him that evening, and these circum- 
stances taken together make an ugly case 
against him, and sensational developments 
are expected.

FORWARDING TROOPS. 

Four companies, drawn from the garrisons 
of Little Rock and Fort Reno, are on their 
way to the Chickasaw reservation, and will 
be distributed at the different polling places 
on election day, Wednesday, next. The two 
companies from Little Rock are under the 
command of Capt. Philip H. Ellis of the 
Thirteenth Infantry, who is well known in 
St. Louis, having had charge of the recruiting 
station In this city for two years. The troops 
wil] be stationed at such places as Agent Ben- 
nett may indicate. Transportation has been 
obtained to carry them from the railroad to 
all parts of the reservation, and the military 


authorities have made arrangements to nip in 
the bud any attempt at disorder. No trouble 
is anticipated before Wednesday next, when 
the election will be held. The troops will 
be kept in the Territo for some time 
after the clese of the election, as 
there is likeliheod that an attempt 
to contest the result will be made. 
Orders have been issued from Washington ia- 
structing the officers in charge of the troops 
to interfere only forthe purpose of suppress- 
ing violence. 

CAUSE OF THE DIFFICULTY. . 

Julian S. Mitchell, 2 mercharzt of Muskogee, 
I. T., and formerly deputy agent of the Indian 
Bureau, arrived in the city yesterday, and 
called at departments headquarters. Mr. 
Mitchbe)l sald: 

*‘Isaw Agent Bennett on Friday, and while 
he feared that trouble would arise if the elec- 
tion was allowed to proceed without military 
supervision he was confident that there would 
be no difficulty if troops were at hand. The 
whole trouble arises from the squawmen. 
These are men who have married Indians and 
have been adopted as members of the tribe. 
In former times the adoption of a white man 
who married an Indian was a matter of course, 
but the number fof these citizens was small, 
and the squawmen had no great influence in 
the nation. Since the Oklahoma excitement, 
however, this was changed, and there has 
been a perfect rush of whites seeking eitizen- 
ship among the Choctaws, Chickasaws and 
Cherokees. The whole object in view isto 
secure a ciaim to land and to vote in 
favor of selling a large part of the reservation 
to the Government. The money so received 
will be divided among those holding Indian 
citizenship, and in addition whites who are 
on the ground will have a most excellent op- 
portant of pre-empting land if a part of the 
reservation is bought by the Government and 
is opened to settlement. 

NATIVE AND ADOPTED CITIZENS. 

Te older Indians, and * — ofthe 
younger ones, are opposed to breaking up the 
reservation and ut the last session of the 
Legisiature alaw was passed disfranchising 
the squawmen. This, of course, aroused 
bitter opposition, andin many cases was a 
real hardship, as it took the ballot from 
those who bad exercised it for years. The 
squawmen and their Indian allies claim that 
the law was improperly passed and threaten 
to forcibly assert their right to vote at 
Wednesday’s election. If they were left to 
themselves the probabilities are that there 
would be serious trouble, as many of the 
equawmen are emphatically hard citizens, 
but Ip my opinion, and in that of agent Ben- 
nett, the presence of troops wil! put a stop to 
all trouble. The points that will have to be 
most closely watched are Ardmore and Stone- 
wall, as they are remote from the rallroad 
and can be least easily reached.’’ 

Judge A. J. Seay, Associate Justice of the 
Territory of Oklahomo, was in the oity this 
morning and registered atthe Lindell. ‘‘Ido 
not think that there will be any serious 
trouble, said Jadge Seay, ‘‘but there may 
be some difficulty when it comes to a count, 
as there will probably be polis opened at 
which the disfranchised citizens will vote. 


MAY BE ANOTHER MURDESB. 


Fleming EBreeks and Josh King, Colered, 
Quarrel With Serious Results. 


A few minutes after 7o’clock this morning, 
Fleming Brooks fired five shots at Josh 
King. Three of the balis took effect in King’s 
body, inflicting injuries which will probably 
cause the victim’s death. Brooks made his 


escape. Both men are colored. The shoot- 


ing took vlace near the corner of Twenty- 
third and Papin streete. It appears 


that King had been livin with 
a young colored woman name Alice 
Crawford inthe house at 2315 Papin street. 
Recently Brooks has been hanging about the 

lace. His intimacy with the woman aroused 

ing’s ire, and the fight of this morning was 
the direct result. About 7:10 o’clock the two 
men had words on the sidewalk in front of 
the house. Before a blow had been struck 
Brooks drew a revolver and opened fire. King 
sawthe weapon and took to his heels. The 
first bullet struck bim in the rightlez and the 
second entered his left thigh. These 
wounds did not stop him in 
his filght, however. Two more shots were 
fread without effect. The fifth ball caught the 
fugitive in the left side, however, and he fell 
in the street. 

Brooks had emptied his revolver and had 
no otherarms. Seeing the crowd gathering 
from all directions he placed the weapon in 
his pocket and ran up the railroad track, dis- 
appearing before’ the arrival of the police. 
As soon as Officer O’ Brien orrived on thescene 
he called an ambulance and had King 
sent direct to the City Hospital. 
Dr. Boyce, Jefferson and Chouteau avenues, 
accompanied him to that Institution. On the 
way he hurriedly examined the man’s in- 
juries. The wouhd in the side he pronounces 
dangerous. King is 25 years old, a single man 
and a laborer by occupation. Brooks is 28 
years old, 5 feet 8 inches tall, slender in build 
and very black. He has asmooth face and 
when last seen wore dark clothing and a 
white shirt. He is known among the lower 
colored classes as a most desperate man. He 
seldom does any work, making his living in 
and about the various gambling dens. He can 
usually be found at the Fair Grounds or at the 
residence of his brother at Lowell.

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A WOMAN’S DREAD SEORET. 


Under Pressure of Dire Necessity Mra. Col- 
lins Makes a Startling Confession. 


New Tonk, Aug. 11.—Grim, sensational and 
inc:edulous preductions of the brains of 
writers of fiction pale almost into insignitf- 
icance lu comparison witha story that came 
to tbe surface in Irvington, two miles west of 
Newark, yesterday. A woman’s dread secret 
is revealed by herself under pressure of dire 
necessity to her only son. The revelation 


breaks the young man’s beart. The story in 
a nutshell Is that a brother and sister fall in 
love with each other and become en ed, in 
delightiul ignorance of their ties of Kindred. 
Tne agonized mother at last telle the boy her 
story. The young man marches from the 
house and attempts to put a bullet through his 
brain. The old residents of this county well 
remember Thos, J. Collins, a wealthy real es- 
tate owner of Irvington, who twenty years ago 
was known as Compton. The old homestead 
nesties near the bank ofthe Elizabeth River, 
a tributary of the Rahway. The romance 
brought to light n such a tragic manner at 
Irvington last night began thirty years 
prior to Collins’ death. Collins there 
formed the acquaintance and married 
Mrs. Emily Goodwin, a young and prett 

Brooklyn widow, who had sustained herself 
and niece after the death of her husband, by 
reading proof in a newspaper office and by 
articles contributed to the Brooklyn Zagie. 
They took up their residence st Irvington, 
and in the course of time, Henry was born. 
Mrs. Collins’ niece, Nellie Richardson, who 
was two years Henry’s senior, became a mem- 
ber of the household. On July 4, two years 
ago, Henry, then a handsome youth of 17, told 
his motuer that he had won Nellie's love, and 
she bad promised to become his bride at an 
early day. She besought her gon aot to 
think of marriage while so young, but to 
take atwo years’ trip abroad and on his re- 
turn he could eslaim bis bride. The young 
people were consulted and agreed that it 
would be just as well for Henry to see the 
world and study some defore settling down. 
During her son’s absence the mother sought 
by introducing Nellie into society to have her 
forget Henry und form a deeper attachment 
for someone else. The young lady was true 
to the absent lover, however. Yesterda 

the young man arrived in New Yor 

and two hours tater he presented him- 
self at the homestead. As soon as Henry 
had settled bimseif he was sent for by his 
mother. He found her on her knees in her 
bedroom. weeping bitterly. She confessed to 
having deceived Thomas Collins years ago. 
Her niece was none otherthan her daughter, 
the Offspring of her giribood shame. She nad 
been betrayed by a villain, whose name was 
not Goodwin. Nellie and Henry were, there- 
fore, brother and sister. He arose, and hurry- 
ing from the house fied to a remote section of 
the grounds. In a short time the re- 
port of a pistol was heard, Real- 
izing the truth Mrs. Collins dashed 
through the fieids, followed by Nellie Rich- 
ardson, who wondered what it all meant. 
Henry was found bieeding and unconscious 
on the ground. He was removed to his home 
and his wound examined. It was found that 
the bullet had ploughed a furrow through the 
scalp but had barely fractured the skull. The 
young man died freely but will shortly re- 
cover. Yesterday it was next to impossible 
tosee any of the parties concerned. The 
house was shrouded in gloom and only the 
physician was allowed admission. The story 
was told by Mrs. Collins in her wild despair.
